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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITORS  TO  THE  QUARTER  SESSIONS

To  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  the  County  of  Northumberland ,  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Pauper  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Cottingwood,  in  pursuance  of  the  Statute  (16  &  17 
Vic.,  c.  97,  sec.  62),  have  now  to  make  their  Annual  Report  to  the  Bench, 

Your  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  Asylum  is  in  a  very  efficient  state  and  condition,  and 
fully  provides  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Officers  and  Inmates. 

The  numbers  are  upon  the  increase — in  our  last  year’s  Report  there  were  95  Males  and  104  Females  (in  all  199,) 
in  the  House  on  the  16th  December,  1861  ;  and  at  this  time  there  are  116  Males  and  112  Females,  (in  all  228,) 
which  is  the  greatest  number  there  has  ever  been  in  the  House. 

Your  Committee  continue  to  be  satisfied  with  the  management  of  the  Asylum  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  Richard 
Wilson  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  with  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  Servants,  as  well  as  with  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  severally  discharged  their  duties. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  last  year  was  10s.  6d.  per  week  for  Pauper  Lunatics,  but  your  Committee  have  been 
able,  from  1st  January,  1863,  to  order  it  to  be  reduced  to  9s.  lid.,  being  Is.  5d.  per  head,  per  day. 

The^Private  Patients  are  2  in  number,  both  belonging  to  the  County,  at  increased  rates  of  maintenance,  the 
one  at  15s.,  and  the  other  at  12s.  6d.  per  week.  Your  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  resolve  not  to  admit  any 
more  of  that  class  ;  the  Asylum  is  nearly  full,  and  care  must  be  taken  always  to  be  prepared  to  receive  the  Pauper 
Patients  of  the  County. 

Your  Committee  as  to  matters  of  detail  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  accompanied  with  the 
usual  tables  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1862,  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Bench  at  the  next  Sessions ; 
at  the  same  time,  your  Committee  may  observe  that  the  Patients  seem  comfortable  and  employed  as  much  as 
possible,  on  the  farm,  garden  and  pleasure  grounds. 

Your  Committee  are  happy  to  state  that  almost  at  every  Monthly  Meeting,  some  are  discharged  cured,  and  at 
the  last  one,  there  were  3  men  and  2  womem  quite  convalescent,  and  allowed  to  go  to  their  homes. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Bench  and  the  County  generally,  to  the  great  advantage  of 
sending  Lunatics  to  the  Asylum  as  early  as  possible,  before  the  disease  acquires  a  chronic  character. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  at  these  Sessions,  to  select  some  of  their  body,  not  being  less  than  7,  to  be 
Visitors  of  the  Asylum  during  the  ensuing  year.  The  present  Committee  may  be  re-elected,  and  a  list  of  their 
names  accompanies  this  our  Report. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  on  the  17th  April,  1862,  and  made  13  recommendations.  A 
copy  of  their  Report  will  be  set  out  as  usual  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  up  to  31st  December,  but 
for  the  information  of  the  Bench,  a  copy  of  the  Commissioners’  Report  is  left  herewith. 

These  recommendations  have  been  partly  complied  with,  and  the  others  are  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee,  and  will  be  specially  reported  on  to  the  Bench,  when  they  think  a  necessity  exists  for  their  seeking  the 
advice  and  opinion  of  the  Justices. 

Mr.  Hughes  has  been  appointed  Deputy  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  according  to  the  recommendations  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  an  appointment  very  necessary,  and  which  has  been  found  of  much  benefit  to  the 
Institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Northumberland  County  Asylum , 
Cottingwood ,  Morpeth,  January  ls£,  1863. 


Gentlemen, 


I  beg  respectfully  to  lay  before  you,  as  heretofore,  a  report  of  this  Asylum 
for  the  past  year,  accompanied  with  the  usual  Statistical  Tables. 


The  routine  of  Asylum  life,  as  a  rule,  varies  so  little  from  year  to  year,  that  beyond  the  information  the  Tables 
themselves  are  able  to  afford,  any  remarks  that  I  may  have  to  make,  may  be  compressed  into  little  compass.  I  trust 
however,  you  will  think  the  past  year  has  not  been  behind  its  predecessors,  but  that  the  Institution  has  continued  to 
shew  progress,  both  as  regards  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  the  labor  of  the  patients,  the  benefits  conferred, 
as  evidenced  by  the  recoveries  that  have  taken  place,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  generally,  and  the  increased 
comforts  that  have  been  supplied  to  the  Inmates. 


The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  date  of  my  last  report,  January  1st,  1862,  was  198,  viz ,  96  men 
and  102  women,  of  whom  2  men  and  1  woman  had  been  received  as  private  patients.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  first 
Table,  (Admissions  and  Discharges),  44  men  and  36  womon  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  two  of  each  sex 
being  private  patients.  33  patients  have  been  discharged  recovered,  being  at  the  rate  on  the  numbers  under 
treatment  of  nearly  12  per  cent. ;  8  have  been  discharged  relieved,  4  of  whom,  being  private  patients,  were  removed 
at  the  will  of  their  friends  and  against  my  wish  and  connection  with  their  perfect  recovery.  One  patient  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  Asylum,  and  14  have  died,  leaving  in  the  Asylum,  this  day,  222,  viz,,  113  men  and  109  women. 

It  will,  I  am  sure,  be  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  to  observe  the  low  rate  of  mortality,  (the  number  of  deaths 
being  only  5  per  cent.)  more  especially  when  the  numbers  under  Medical  treatment  are  taken  into  consideration. 
The  same  chief  causes  of  Death,  viz,,  General  Faralysis  in  the  men,  and  Pulmonary  Consumption  amongst  the 
women,  headed  the  list  as  heretofore.  For  the  other  causes  I  would  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Special  table  of  them 
appended  to  this  Report,  I  may  however  remark,  with  thankfulness,  that  no  death  from  suicide,  or  from  any 
accidental  source,  has  occurred  during  the  year,  and  that  we  have  likewise  still  been  free  from  any  disease  of  an 
epidemic  character. 

The  healthy  condition  of  the  building,  arising  in  a  great  measure  from  its  situation,  has  been  such,  that  I  have 
abandoned  the  idea  of  distinct  wards  as  Infirmaries,  considering  that  the  sick  can  be  sufficiently  looked  after  in  their 
respective  wards,  with  the  advantage  of  being  tended  by  those  to  whom  they  generally  become  attached,  and  doing 
away  with  the  depressing  effects  of  removal  to  the  care  of  others,  in  wards  specially  devoted  to  the  sick  or  incurable. 

The  system  of  night]  attendance,  adopted  here,  although  not  followed  in  some  Asylums,  I  consider  has 
always  been  very  beneficial,  both  to  the  health  of  the  patients  themselves,  as  well  as  contributing  to  the  cleanly  and 
healthful  state  of  the  building  generally. 

The  patients  have  continued  to  be  regularly  and  usefully  employed,  and  many  have  had  to  thank  the  continued 
efforts  made,  to  exert  and  employ  themselves,  for  their  recovery  and  restoration  to  their  homes.  The  Airing  Courts 
are  now  all  completed.  A  sunk  Bowling-green  with  terraced  walks,  and  flower  beds  attached,  has  also  been 
formed,  the  bowls  for  which  were  kindly  contributed  by  a  member  of  the  Committee.  All  the  roads  in  connection 
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with  the  Asylum  and  Farm  have  been  finished,  fenced,  and  hedges  planted.  The  road  of  approach  has  been  much 
improved  by  planting ;  a  new  kitchen  garden  has  been  formed,  and  much  land  is  in  progress  of  being  reclaimed, 
by  levelling  and  other  alterations,  and  brought  under  cultivation. 

Within  the  Asylum,  the  painting  of  the  walls  of  the  corridors  generally,  is  now  approaching  completion,  and  in 
many  other  respects  the  building  shews  an  increased  appearance  of  comfort  and  cheerfulness.  The  Wash-house  has 
also  been  re-modelled  and  rendered  much  more  comfortable  and  warm  to  those  employed  in  it. 

The  same  amusements  have  continued  to  be  carried  on,  but  I  may  add  that  Theatrical  Entertainments,  as  a 
variety  to  the  weekly  dance,  are  in  progress  of  being  organized. 


The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  in  April  last,  and  left  the  following  report  : —

With  the  exception  of  two  male  and  one  female  pauper  patients,  absent  on  trial,  and  one  male  pauper  who 
escaped  from  the  grounds  on  the  15th  instant,  we  saw  all  the  patients. 

Two  patients,  one  of  each  sex,  were  in  seclusion  at  the  time  of  our  visit.  The  man  is  subject  to  fits  (recurring 
very  frequently,)  of  violent  excitement,  and  appears  by  the  Medical  Journal  to  have  been  secluded  on  nearly  40 
occasions  since  our  last  visit.  When  we  saw  him  his  excitement  had  subsided.  The  woman  was  received  three 
days  before  our  visit  in  a  state  of  acute  mania  with  suicidal  propensity.  As  respects  seclusion  generally,  we  find 
that  since  the  last  visit,  there  have  been  19  male  patients  and  26  females  secluded  (in  many  cases  during  the  entire 
day),  the  former  altogether  on  132  and  the  latter  on  185  occasions. 

There  has  not  been  any  instance  of  mechanical  restraint. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favorably  of  the  tranquility,  good  order  and  personal  condition,  as  to 
clothing  and  otherwise,  of  the  patients  generally.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  their  linen  is  changed  twice  a  week. 

The  patients,  with  few  exceptions,  appear  to  be  in  good  bodily  health;  the  numbers  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment,  none  of  them  for  serious  bodily  ailments,  being  6  in  the  male  and  5  in  the  female  division.

patients  who  attended  Divine 

Service  in  the  Chapel  on  the  Sunday  before  our  visit,  were  on 

the  n 

65,  and  on  the  female  85.  The  total  number  usually  present,  exceeds  by  15  or  20,  that  which  the  Chapel  will 
conveniently  accommodate.  Forms  and  chairs  are  introduced,  and  the  Chapel  is  much  crowded.  We  shall  refer  again 
to  this  subject. 

We  found  the  Asylum  in  its  various  departments  in  creditable  order,  and  the  atmosphere  throughout  was 
untainted. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  noticed  the  following  : — 

1.  The  roads  of  approach  have  been  completed,  and  good  progress  has  been  made  in  planting  and  laying  out 
the  ground. 

2  A  scries  of  open  manure  tanks  have  been  constructed  and  are  expected  “  int.  alias”  well  to  answer  the 
purpose  of  fertilizing  the  land. 

3.  The  windows  at  the  ends  of  the  Galleries,  No.  1  and  3  in  each  division,  have  been  converted  into  doors,  thus 
affording  direct  access  to  the  northern  Airing-courts  and  the  Laundry  and  Workshops. 

4.  The  defective  ventilation  of  the  padded  rooms  has  been  remedied. 

It  is  proposed  to  convert  the  North  Eastern  Airing-ground,  in  the  Male  Division,  into  a  Bowling-green,  for 
which  it  is  well  adapted. 

We  have  in  conclusion  to  submit  the  following  recommendations,  some  of  which  have  been  made  on  the 
occasions  of  previous  visits  : — 

1.  The  erection  of  a  detached  Chapel  of  adequate  dimensions,  and  the  conversion  of  the  present  Chapel  into 
a  general  Recreation  Hall,  which  would  also  be  conveniently  available  as  a  work-room  for  the  Female  Patients, 
now  much  needed.  The  rooms  at  present  used  for  the  latter  purpose,  (originally  intended  for  the  sick),  would  in 
that  case  again  bo  appropriated  to  sleeping  accommodation.  We  desire  urgently  to  press  this  suggestion  upon  tho 
attention  of  the  Visitors 

2.  Blinds,  or  external  sun-shades,  to  the  southern  windows  generally. 

3.  Colouring  or  tainting  the  walls  of  the  Dormitories  and  Corridors,  and  papering  the  Day-rooms. 

4.  Furnishing  the  Forms  generally  with  backs. 

5.  The  construction  of  a  light  covered  way,  connecting  the  Female  Gallery  No.  3,  with  the  Laundry. 

6.  The  insertion  of  glass  pannels  in  the  doors  leading  to  the  Kitchen  from  the  Central  Hall,  which  is  now 
dark. 


7«  The  introduction  of  fire  places  or  stoves  in  the  Bath-rooms. 

8.  Summer  Houses,  or  Sun-shades,  in  the  Airing-Courts. 

9.  A  Turning  Lathe,  which  would  bo  found  very  useful. 

10.  A  Conservatory  and  pits  for  the  propagation  of  plants  for  the  wards. 

11.  Arrangements  for  brewing  in  the  Asylum. 

12.  Mat  making  and  other  similar  occupations  of  a  simple  kind  for  the  Male  Patients  not  now  employed. 


We  have  lastly  to  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  the  expediency,  now  that 
the  Asylum  has  attained  its  present  magnitude,  of  immediately  appointing  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  competent 
to  take  charge  of  the  Asylum,  during  the  necessary  occasional  absence  of  the  Superintendent.  Such  assistance 
is  much  required,  amongst  other  objects,  for  the  proper  keeping  of  the  Case  Books  and  other  Medical  Records. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  recording  our  opinion  that  the  condition  of  the  Asylum  and  its  Inmates  continues  to 
to  be  very  creditable  to  the  Superintendent  and  subordinate  Officers-
